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City council approves $20 million budgi

Romulus City Council members unanimously 
approved the 2004-2005 budget Monday night 

The budget which showed revenues and expenditures 
of $20,538,001, was balanced by taking $1,976,677 from the 
surplus, leaving only $439,675 in the current surplus fund. 
Debbie Hoffman, director of finance for the city said this 
was the best step for Romulus. 

“I would like to see the surplus number a little bit 
higher." said Hoffman. “But we have some additional rev¬ 
enues coming into the city, so I feel comfoitable with that 


amount right now.” 

Other high cost items in the budget included a 9.64 per¬ 
cent increase in the funds appropriated for the Romulus 
Police Department The department will receive a budget 
of $7,695,087. Hoffman said much of the increase was due 
to rising health care costs. 

“We had a 17 percent increase in health care costs this 
year,” she said. “We also had a lot of officers out on med¬ 
ical leave, so there was more overtime. We also started 
paying on the retirees' window this year, so these types of 
expenditures caused the amount to increase.” 

Another big item was $1.2 million set aside for major 
streets fund. Much of this money will go to routine main¬ 


tenance, traffic services and winter maint 

ing to Hoffman. _ 

‘This money will be used to complei 
jects,” she said. “Not to begin any new prof 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he feels lucky that the city 
was able to balance the budget and still have some funds 
left over in light of the current economy. 

“With the way the economy is right now, we are fortu¬ 
nate that we were able to do this and still have money to 
spare,” said Lambert. “Right now, we are hoping that 
things will improve, but we are still going to tighten our 
belts, so we will be prepared if things are bad again next 
year”

Bullying may soon be a 
thing of the past at Barth 
Elementary School. 

An award-winning “Anti- 
Bullying Program” has been 
implemented at the school. 

“It is a problem that we 
have felt for a long time need¬ 
ed to be addressed in schools 
in general,” said Susan 
Mitchell, social worker and co¬ 
founder of the program at 
Barth. ‘We decided that it was 
an issue that required a com¬ 
prehensive program to combat 
the bullying problem and that 
is what we did.” 

Mitchell said that the school 
has been focusing on bullying 
for several years, particularly 
in the last two years, with the 
anti-bullying program. 

The program, which was 
created by Mitchell, Shelia 
Stasak, the health/physical 
education teacher and 


Theresa Blizman, an interven¬ 
tion specialist, goes further 
than informing and educating 
students about bullying 

“We believe that it has to be 
a group effort,” said Mitchell. 
“Everyone from the staff to 
parents needs to be involved 
for the program to work.” 

The program starts at the 
beginning of the school year 
with all of the Barth staff, 
everyone from bus drivers to 
the janitorial staff attends 
training sessions. 

“We decided that kids need 
to feel as though any adult in 
the building can help them,” 
said Mitchell. “And we wanted 
to make sure that the faculty 
and staff was aware of the pro¬ 
gram and made an effort to be 
on the look out for bullying tak¬ 
ing place.” 

The school schedules 
monthly workshops for par¬ 
ents. Each month, parents are 
invited to attend the work¬ 
shops, which have something 


to do with bullying Everything 
from anger management to 
strategies for dealing with 
behavior problems are covered 
to give parents the information 
and tools they need to deal 
with a bullying problem. 

Students are then brought 
into the program very early in 
the school year with a series of 
assemblies about bullying 

‘We have kids develop their 
own skits on bullying,” said 
Mitchell. “It is amazing that 
students sometimes learn bet¬ 
ter when they are being taught 
by other students.” 

Students are also taught by 
model what behavior is expect¬ 
ed of them and what is consid¬ 
ered appropriate behavior. 

Students are provided with 
strategies they can use if they 
are being bullied. 

“We teach students to ignore 
it, walk away from it or, if they 
feel comfortable, to tell the

Students receive lesson 
in drinking and driving

Romulus High School stu¬ 
dents got a dose of reality on 
drinking and driving this week 
from someone who knows the 
consequences all too well: Jason 
Barber 

In 1991, Barber was a 19-year- 
old youth drag racing friends 
while drunk. In an instant, the 
fun turned to tragedy when the 
car crashed and Barber’s 15- 
year-old brother, Aaron, was 
killed. Barber was convicted of 
vehicular manslaughter for the 
death of his little brother and 
was sentenced to six years in 
prison. 

“He looked up to me,” said 
Barber “I was supposed to be his 
role model and I let him down.” 

Barber said while he was in 
prison he decided that he need¬ 


ed to go to his brother’s high 
school and apologize for his 
actions that night and the conse¬ 
quences that followed. After 
serving three years, 10 months 
and 18 days, Barber was 
released and he made his way to 
the high school. 

“We lived in a very small com¬ 
munity in California,” said 
Barber. “Everyone knew who we 
were. Even today I am still 
known as the oldest Barber boy. 
So, my actions that night affected 
everyone in my community and 
they still do 13 years later” 

Barber said a couple of weeks 
ago while at the local grocery 
store in his town, he turned 
around and saw Aaron’s third 
grade teacher standing behind 
him in line. She saw Barber, 
began to cry and walked away.

Cicadas return 
from 17 year 
hibernation

They’re back. 

After a 17-year hibernation period, cicadas 
will soon be coming out of a tree near you. 

Billions of the insects are about to ascend 
from the ground for the next four to six weeks. 

There will be no doubt about their arrival, 
according to the National Midlife Federation 
(NWF), because when they arrive in mid-may 
it will sound like a perpetual buzz saw has 
invaded Romulus. 

The group that is emerging this year. Brood 
X, is thought to be the largest of all the 17-year 
cicada broods. This species is only found in 
the United States, east of the Great Plains and 
will affect 15 states, including Michigan. 

The insects look similar to a grasshopper, 
except they have red eyes and are mostly 
black with orange-veined wings. Although 
they may look weird, they are not dangerous. 
Cicadas do not bite, sting or in any way attack 
humans. 

They do not carry disease or swarm They 
may bump into you as they would a tree or 
stone as they go about their business of find¬ 
ing mates, avoiding predators and laying eggs. 
Aside from the noise they make, they should 
not be a bother, according to the NWE 

They will not take over the city; they will 
just cause an annoyance for the next six 
weeks. 

After spending 17 years underground, the 
cicada construct exit tunnels through the soil 
and crawl up on a tree or a weed stem Soon 
after, they shed their shells and the males 
begin to sing a mating song This is the noise 
that residents will hear as they form into cho¬ 
ruses looking for mates. After mating, the 
females will lay as many as 400 to 600 eggs in 



After 17-years the cicadas will arrive in mid-May 
and be around through mid-June. Periodic 
cicadas look noticeably different from the more 
familiar dog day cicada. They have red eyes 
and are mostly black with orange-veined wings. 

as many as 40 to 50 nests before dying 

The offspring will hatch and drop to the 
ground where they will burrow into the soil 
and feed on the sap of tree roots for the next 
17 years. 

Also good to note is that the cicadas will not 
destroy yards. Young trees with small branch¬ 
es may suffer some damage as the females lay 
their eggs, but the female cicadas can be kept 
out by loosely wrapping trees in cheesecloth 
to prevent damage.

An awesome task 

The importance of school board elections is often overlooked in 
many communities. 

The issues that often accompany these elections are among the 
most important to all who reside within the districts, regardless of 
whether they have children. 

School board members are responsible for adequately managing 
budgets that often exceed those of the municipalities they serve. They 
are chained with the task of overseeing the maintenance of the invest¬ 
ment made by taxpayers in the school buildings that have been con¬ 
structed. And most importantly of all. they are given the task of provid¬ 
ing the best possible future for our children by ensuring their educa¬ 
tional opportunities will adequately prepare them for life beyond the 
bounds of schools. 

It’s often a thankless task. 

At a time when the economy is still in bad shape, when school dis¬ 
tricts are continually striving to meet the needs of parents and stu¬ 
dents, keep schools safe and keep up with technology, it's a very 
important job. 

Whether the concern is how the district meets a rapidly growing 
population base, as in Northville, or tackles the perennial problems 
with Michigan Educational Assessment Program (MEAP) test scores 
in others, the issues are important to the very fabric of the community.

School board members have plenty of tough decisions ahead of 
them, regardless of which district they represent Let them know 
they’re not working in a vacuum. If you’re not registered yet to vote, do 
so before Monday.

At Tyler Elementary School everyone 
knows that before you climb, you have to

With the help of area residents, the 
Tyler Parent Teacher Organization (PTO), 
hopes to fund a $10,000 school-climbing 
wall 

Penny Voigt, Tyler Elementary School 
principal, said that Sam Villa, the physical 
education instructor, has been working 
toward this goal for a couple of years now. 

‘Villa was trying to look for a different 
way for children to remain active,” said 
Voigt “The rock wall expands their world 
a little and gives them exercise at the 
same time.” 

So far, efforts have generated more 
than $4,000. Once $8,000 is secured, the 
school can begin the building process.

Dynamite Park off Michigan 
Avenue will once again be the 
focus of the annual Rouge 
Rescue Day, but the plan for the 
county-wide event has changed. 

Kurt Kuban, a Wayne resident 
who has coordinated efforts to 
clean up the Rouge River in the 
city, said that when volunteers 
descend on the park on June 5, 
there will be less clean up, and 
more planting 
going on. 

Working with 
the city and 
spring boarding 
from a volun¬ 
teer effort that 
takes place next 
week with Ford 
Motor Co. 
employees, 

Kuban said he 
hopes to take 
the first steps to 
develop an overall trail system 
for the park. 

He said he wants to use ash 
tree wood chips to help strength¬ 
en the pathways that are already 
sprinkled throughout the site, 
connect them and form a regular 
nature preserve. 

Dynamite Park is located off 
the north side of Michigan 
Avenue, it is accessible by 


Josephine Street, a short dirt 
road that slopes downhill near 
the Missionary Baptist Church. 

The park is a hidden gem, 
according to Kuban. It has trails 
that meander along the Rouge, 
at some points rising to relative¬ 
ly tall bluffs that overlook a 
deceptively serene landscape. 

“There are a lot of different 
ecosystems here,” he said. 
“There are a lot of features in 
the park that we can enjoy. It’s 
amazing, when you get back 
there, to see 
how nice it is. I 
don’t think 
enough people 
know it’s 
there.” 

The path 
system, he said, 
would ulti¬ 
mately have 
several loops. 
It would take 
up where 
Washington 
Trail leaves off and provide hik¬ 
ers a chance to check out the 
local scenery. 

“There are some places that 
need to be cleaned up, but other¬ 
wise, the trails lead all the way 
to Venoy Road,” Kuban said. 

Rouge Rescue Day is an 
attempt to clean up the Rouge 
River all along the watershed. 
Kuban started the effort in 


Wayne about four years ago, he 
said. In past years, he has led the 
effort to clean a huge amount of 
trash from the river - everything 
from shopping carts to old tires, 
furnaces and other oddities. 
Now, he said he wants to take 
the plan a step further. 

“That’s one of the positive 
signs of what we’ve done,” he 
said. ‘That trash isn’t there any 
more.” 

He and the Fbrd workers will 


be on the site on May 26. They’ll 
be taking some of the litter out 
and planting indigenous species 
of plants throughout the park. 
The June 5 event is open to any¬ 
one in the community. It starts at 
about 9 am. and will be finished 
by 1 p.m., he said. 

Ramzi El-Gharib, City of 
Wayne engineer, said he has 
been working with Kuban on the 
specifics of the trail develop¬ 
ment plan. 


“It’s a beautiful plan,” El- 
Gharib said. 

Kuban also serves on the 
Wayne 2020 Committee, which 
was organized to foster the ideas 
put forth by the Cool Cities Task 
Force. He said having a nature 
preserve within the community 
would be a good step toward that 
goal. 

“It’s gotten better every year, 
as far as I’m concerned,” he said. 
“I hope it continues.”

‘Van Helsing’ is pure torture for audiences

“I want to live,” said FVank- 
enstein’s monster in the just 
released action-packed movie 
Van Helsing. 

In a way, I knew what he 
meant Unfortunately, I just want¬ 
ed to live through the movie - 
survive at all costs. Much like the 
title character Van Helsing (Hugh 
Jackman) but for other reasons, I 
had to suffer through more than 
two hours of pure helL 

In the movie, Van Helsing was 
chased, battered and beaten by 
three legendary creatures - 
Frankenstein’s monster (Shuler 


Hensley), Wolf Man (Will Kemp), 
and the king of all classic horror 
flicks Dracula (Richard 
Roxburg). 

In the audience, I was pum- 
meled by cheesy one-liners, 
slapped in the face with a terri¬ 
ble storyline and tortured by hor¬ 
rendous acting. All of this sent 
me reeling for the closest exit 
with hopes that sunlight would 
put an end to the dreadful mon¬ 
ster of a film. 

The storyline is as ugly as the 
Frankenstein monster and is 
sewn together just a poorly. 

Van Helsing is a cool 19th cen¬ 
tury blend of Indiana Jones and 
James Bond who appears to like 


things shaken more than he does 
stirred. The movie is even com¬ 
plete with a Q-like character, Carl 
(David Wenham), who creates a 
host of ridiculous weapons and 
gadgets, which would be unheard 
of even by the futuristic vampire 
hunter Blade, let alone a 19th 
century friar 

The audience receives their 
first taste of Van Helsing’s myste¬ 
rious capabilities when he is hot 
on the trail of the notorious Mr 
Hyde, as in Dr. Jeckyl and Mr. 
Hyde, in 1840s Paris. The 
sequence is a preposterous and 
poorly animated fight sequence 
between the two characters. Mr. 
Hyde is completely computer¬ 
generated. The scene ends in a 
predictable way. 

Van Helsing is merciless when 
he hunts down evil, usually 
deciding to kill rather than cap¬ 
ture. This ruthlessness ostracizes 
him from both the society he sets 
forth to protect and the secret 
religious society that employs 
him. Besides that, the rest of the 
character’s traits and history are 
loosely plied together 

After the Hyde incident. Van 
Helsing is beckoned to hunt 
down Dracula before he unleash¬ 
es thousands of vampires, 
spawned by his three brides 
Marishka (Josie Maran), Verona 
(Silvia Colloca) and Aleera 


(Elena Anaya), upon the world. 
And, in some unexplained way, 
Frankenstein’s monster is the key 
in releasing the evil while the 
werewolf is bound to protect the 
dark prince, Dracula 

Along the way, and with the 
help from his trusty sidekick 
Carl, Van Helsing must save the 
lineage of Anna (Kate 
Beckinsale), the last member of 
the family sworn to destroy the 
legendary evil “bat man”. 

Although Jackman and 
Beckinsale are the exception, the 
acting is torturously bad. The 
vampires, Dracula and his wives, 
are barely tolerable - annoying at 
best - and Frankenstein’s mon¬ 


ster, which seemingly knows 
everything, is terrifying but only 
when one-liners are concerned. 
Carl is squeamishly irritating and 
the special effects are flaccid and 
dull. There’s nothing that hasn’t 
been done before without any 
hope of bringing the movie to life. 

Awful and ridiculous - if this 
movie is supposed to be the kick¬ 
off to a season of blockbusters; 
audiences are in for a very long 
summer. 

So, lock your silver bullets 
away, put the garlic-clove neck¬ 
lace down and take the holy 
water back to the church. You’ll 
need a lot more than that to sur¬ 
vive this movie.

cer for The Henry Ford. “This 
exhibit is a great blend of educa¬ 
tion and entertainment that 
many of us experienced our¬ 
selves in the 1970s and early 80s.” 

Paige Prill, a spokeswoman 
for the Experience Music 
Project, said 350,000 people filed 
through the doors to learn more - 
or remember - the disco move¬ 
ment from inception to resur¬ 
gence after 20 years in exile. 

“No one had ever done a disco 
exhibit before,” she said. No one 
had actually traced the history of 
the music before. The idea that 
someone would put together an 
exhibit about disco was some¬ 


thing that has mass appeal.” 

Some of the items on display 
date back to some of the most 
memorable music and movies 
ever made, Prill said. 

The famous - or infamous - 
white suit worn by John Travolta 
in the 1978 movie Saturday Night 
Fever will be prominently dis¬ 
played. Costumes and gowns 
donned by disco divas Donna 
Summer, Patti LaBelle and 
Gloria Gaynor - of I Will Survive 
fame - will are also centerpieces 
of the exhibit Rare photographs 
snapped by Andy Warhol at 
dance clubs such as Studio 54, 
the Loft and Paradise Garage, as 
well as records and memorabilia 
from artists such as A Taste of 
Honey, Grace Jones, the Bee 
Gees, Chic and Sylvester 

“The costumes were really 
popular, and so were the interac¬ 
tive elements of the show,” Prill 
said. 

Prill said it took more than 
years to gather the more than 200 
pieces of disco history from sev¬ 
eral owners. 

A fully-operational dance 
floor, complete with a laser light 
show and an interactive DJ booth 
that plays disco classics by 
request is an integral part of 
making the disco experience 
come alive again, Prill said. 

The disco craze initially began 
in gay nightclubs in the early 
1970s. Partygoers at all types of 


nightclubs began dancing to the 
disco beat in droves in the mid- 
1970s. The fad was flaming out by 
the end of the 1970s, until the 
movie Saturday Night Fever was 
released in 1978. A backlash 
against the music, however, 
forced many disco artists into 
musical exile by 1980. 

By the time the mid-1990s 
rolled around, music fans started 
to rediscover the music. 

“Disco has always had its own 
niche; some people really love 
it,” Prill said. “Some kids that 
came to the exhibit love dance 
music. They thought the music 
was new, when actually it was 
from a different period in a very 
different time.”
